DOVLESTOWN. 


Tho appointment of a County Com- 


missioner to succeed Michael J, Callahan, 
deceased, was settled by the Court on 
Monday when Edwin Kiser, of Spring- 
field, was named for the place. The ap- 
pointment is considered an excellent one 
for two reasons, first, because it gives the 
upper end of the county representation and 
secondly because of the qualifications of 
the appointee. 
There were about twenty 


applicants for the place, most of them 
from the lower end, and it may be of in- 
terest to quote in full a written statement 
handed down by the Court. 
It was aa fol- 


lows: 


"The Board of County Commissioners 


have certified to the Court that a vacancy 
exists in their Board through the death of 
Michael J. Callahan. 


"The Constitution provides that any cas- 


ual vacancy in the office of County Com- 
missioner shall be filled by the Court of 
Common Pleas of the county in which 
such vacancy shall occur by the appoint- 
ment of an elector of the proper county 
who shall have voted for the Commissioner 
whose place is to be filled. 


"In order that our appointee and the 


public shall distinctly understand the con- 
ditions under which he enters office, I 
deem it advisable to make a few obser- 
vations in connection with the appoint- 
ment. 


"More than twenty gentlemen have ap- 


plied for the appointment through letter 
or personally, and quite a number of 
others have been suggested aa qualified 
for the office. 


"Of these more than one-third reside 


in the same town, and four-fifths in the 
same division of the county in which Mr. 
Callahan lived, and in which the two sur- 
viving Commissioners may be said to re- 
aide, or to be identified with. 


"Under the system of making nomi- 


nations by the pohiiual parties in this 
county, and the provison for the election 
by minority voting, it is possible that all 
three Commissioners may be selected 
practically from one-half of the county, 
while the other half is left without repre- 
sentation in the body which conducts its 
business affairs. 
This may occur through 


an arrangement between the candidates of 
opposite parties to help each other. 
It 


may at best be an accident due to the 
minority system of voting, or, worse than 
all, it may happen, as has been the case, 
through a combination or bargain of local 
interests desiring some undue and dispro- 
urtionate 
advantage 
from the county 


treasury. 
Whatever may have been the 


cause at the last election for County Com- 
missioners, all three OommissBioners were 
elected from the half of the county lying 
south of the roads intersecting the county 
between Ohalfont and New Hope; leaving 
one-Half of the county, a territory of more 
than twenty miles square, without repre- 
sentation upon the Board. This cannot be 
justly said to be a good thing for the 
county and the taxpayers. No doubt the 
purpose of both the political parties in 
dividing the county into two districts for 
nominations was intended to avoid this in- 
justice, but a nomination may occur so 
near the division tineas to defeat this pur-

In fact, some 
of the applicants have gona to the ex- 
treme of claiming that the office belongs 
to a single voting division of the county, 
and one applicant urges that it would be 
an injustice to permit a stranger to reap 
the benefits of the hard work and invest- 
ment of the deceased Commissioner made 
in securing his office. 


"The 
constitution . does not circum- 


scribe the action of the Court within any 
such narrow lines. It prescribes a qualifi 
cation for the appointee and directs th it 
he be selected from the county at large. 
I feel it my duty to make the appointment 
for the best interests of the entire county 
and to regard the question of locality 
from that standpoint rather than with 
reference to the residence of the deceased 
Commissioner. 


"At this period there are strong reasons 


why this rule should prevail. There are 
now under process of construction through 
the upper end of the county two very im- 
portant improvements, one of them prob- 
ably the most important to the develop- 
ment of the county of any made in many 
years. I refer to the trolley roads from 
Doylestown to Easton and from Allentown 
to Quakertown. In addition to these a 
third road from Doylestown to Perkasio 
will doubtless soon be under way. In the

WOMAN'S OMSK. 


CARDINAL GIBBONS ON THE WOMAN 


QUESTION. 


Cardinal Gibbons In his contribution to 


the Ladies' Home Journal against equal 
rights women, and women who are devoted 
to clubs and to "society" seems to think 
these are one and the same set of women, 
rind he blames them for much domestic 
onhappiness and divorce. 


Whatever harm may be done to the 


home by excessive Indulgence in society 
or in club work, none at all is done to it 
by equal rights for women. In Wyoming, 
ful, suffrage was granted in 1H69. During 
the twenty years from 1870 to 1890, 
divorce in tho United States at lurge in- 
creased about three times as fast as the 
popualtion. 
In tbe group ot Western 


States, omitting Wyoming, it increased 
nearly four times as fast as the popu- 
lation. In a case like this, an ounce of 
fact is worth a ton of theory. 


Dr. Fernand Deschamps, secretary of 


the Sociological Society of Belgium, lately 
came to this country to investiagte woman 
suffrage. 
He is a Catholic. 
He talked 


with Archbishop Ireland, who told him 
that equal suffrage in the Western States 
worked well, and with Cardinal Gibbons, 
who told him it worked badly. 
"When 


the Cardinal said that, I .smiled in- 
wardly," said Dr. Deschamps, "for I had 
just come back from the equal suffrage 
States, and I knew better." 
He had vis- 


ited Wyoming, Colorado, Utah and Kans- 
as, and had questioned 
many Catholic 


priests, as well as men of other denomi- 
nations, lawyers and doctors, and men 
and women in many different walks ot 
life. "In all my investigations," he said, 
"I found only two persons who said that 
equal suffrage baa had any bad effect up- 
on the faraUy. Those were one Catholic 
priest and one Gorman saloon-keeper. 
Even in Utah the Catholic Bishop told me 
that while woman suffrage was rather con- 
trary to his feelings as a matter of senti- 
ment, yet he must acknowledge that be 
had never known or heard of any harm 
resulting from it."

WOMEN ON COUNTY COUNCILS. 
The Countess of Abredeen is leading an 


active movement in England in favor of 
making women eliigble to serve on the 
London county council and the twenty- 
eight borough councils in the metroopils. 
Some years ago two women, Miss Jane 
Oobden and Lady Sandhurst, were elected 
to the London county council by the 
voters, but were pronounced ineligible by 
the courts. The council, before the de- 
cision, bad assigned to Lady Sandhurst, 
as part of her work, the inspection of 
twenty-three infant asylums. 
When the 


defeated candidate, Mr. Beresford Hope, 
succeeded in having her declared in- 
eligible and securing her place, a London 
daily observed sarcastically tbat it was to 
be hoped the gentleman would find him- 
self equal to the mothering* of all tbose 
babies. Some of tbe work devolving up- 
on city and county councils is peculiarly 
appropriate for women.

This idea of legislating tbe mosquito 


out of the State has furnished the news- 
papers all over the country with endless 
opportunity to poke fun at New Jersey 
and its "national bird." Asa matter of 
fact, however, it is a perfectly serious 
proposition and one which is meeting with 
general favor among the members of the 
Legislature. 


Of course, all the legislation in the 


world cannot drive out the mosquitoes us 
long as their brdeding places remain. It 
is the idea of State Entomoligist Smith to 
move alorg preventive lines rather than 
attempt to effect a cure. He believes that 
ultimately the little insect can bo made 
comparatively scaice. 


The bill now before the Legislature 


aims to provide him with $10,000 for pur- 
suing his experiments and investigations 
along those lines. The bill has been re- 
ported favorably and there is every reason 
to believe that it will be passed by both 
houses before the session is over. The 
legislators reali/.e that the mosquito is u 
very important factor in certain parts of 
Jersey and that his destruction will be of 
inculuable value to the interests of the 
State. If Professor Smith can discover a 
means to accomplish the desired end, 
then the State should not hesitate 
minute in giving him all the aid possible 
In view, too, of his successful experiments 
heretofore, the Legislature is perfectly 
justified in aiding him in enlarging the 
scope of his woik.

WIRES MUST GO UNDERGROUND. 
The Ice King last Friday night docioed 


that electric light, telephone and tele- 
graph wires must come down from the un- 
sightly and unsafe poles and be buried in 
conduits underground. The decree may 
not be obeyed this year or next but event- 
ually the order will be enforced. 
The 


death of several men and scores of horses 
caused by coming in contact with "live" 
wires that dangled in the streets last Fri- 
day night, has impressed upon the public 
mind the urgent necessity for running 
wires underground instead of oveihead 
where they are a constant menace to life. 
Not only that, but look at the conditions 
that prevailed in the telegraph and tele- 
phone service after the ice hud torn wires 
from their 
fastenings and rent them 


asunder. 
The railroads were most seri- 


ously handicapped, for trains had to bo 
run without telegraphic orders, owing to 
the broken wires along the lines of the 
various roads. Wonder it is that there 
were not many more serious uiecks than 
occurred during the time the telegraph 
Hires were useless. The only reason why 
it is not ordered that all these wires must 
be placed underground is the expense 
attached to the undertaking. But when 
more lives have been loet because of the 
death-dealing currents released through 
breaks in wires the public will demand 
that expense be put out of consideration 
and the underground system adopted. 
The expense of repairing tho wires tbat 
were broken by tbe storm of last Triday 
will be enormous. To place the wires un- 
derground will cost more but once they 
are beneath the surface the cost for 
repairs will be lessened and the menace 
to human life will be entirely removed. 


PRINCE HENRY HERE. 


Prince Henry arrived in this city last 


Saturday night, although he landed in 
New YorK the 
following morning. 
He 


was at the Pen and Pencil Club about 
fifteen hours before he showed himself to 
New Yorkers—but he didn't know it. 
He

urday night to convey the Emperor's felic- 
itations to the President of that club, 
George J. Brennnn, just elected for his 
third consecutive teim, and to prominent 
members of that organisation of news- 
papermen. 
His arrival at the club house 


on Walnut street was preceded by a mess- 
enger boy who bore a telergam announcing 
that the Prince was leaving the steamer 
Kronprinz Wilbelm down New YorK bay 
and was speeding with all haste Philadel- 
phiaward. Later he arrived and appeared 
in the full uniform of his distinguished 
stat.on 
and was formally introduced. 


Then he proceeded to deliver the messages 
entrusted to him by the Emperor and con- 
cluded by presenting to President Bren- 
nan an umbrella, especially selected by 
the Emperor, but which had been badly 
used up by the severe storms encountered 
by tbe Kronprinz Wilhelra on the trip 
across the ocean. Of course, the Prince 
was cleverly impersonated by a member of 
the club, but tbe affair made a decided 
tilt and even Mayor Ashbridge, who was 
present during the entire evening, enjoyed 
it as he did the many other unique feat- 
ures that marked this complimentary din- 
ner to the best President the Pen and 
Pencil Club ever baa.

and vicinity was visited by a storm which, 
for general destruction, exceeds anything 
within the memory of the oldest inhabi- 
tant. 
A heavy snow storm had prfi'iously 


covered the earth and drift'. J so badly 
that trolley Ben ice had been blockaded. 
On Fndny a thaw set in and during the 
afternoon a violent rain and wind storm 
prevailed. 
The weather was just cold 


enough to cuuee the rain to freeze as it 
came in contact with the trees and the 
wires of the tek'giapb, telephone and 
electric wires of light and power compan- 
ion, 


As a result of the ice-laden trees the 


limbs and branches broke HKe twigs and 
the magnificent maples, which line the 
streets 
of 
Bristol, 
were ruined. 
No 


section in this vicinity escaped. 
The 


streets in the borough and the roads in 
the out-laying districts were buried be- 
neath a net-work of fallen timber. 
Rad- 


cliffe, Dorrance, Washington, Bath, and 
other streets presented scenes of weird 
desolation. 


During Friday night the resident* of the 


town were in terror. The borough wag in 
diirknccs, owing to the collapse of the 
electric light wires, the wind howled and 
every few seconds a terrible snap and 
cruph denoted the breaking of the limbfl of 
the giant maples. 
Sidewalks and cross- 


ings were flooded, nnd travel was danger- 
ous and impracticable. 


On Saturday morniwg gangs of men 


were put to work at daylight and with 
axes made passage way in the streets for 
vehicles. 


The damage to wires in Bristol will 


amount to several thousand dollars. The 
Bell Telephone Company's wires were very 
nearly all down, poles were broken and 
very little progress has yet been made in 
restoring the local service.

White sums up his estimate of ex-Presi- 
dent Clevelaand thue: 


"Cleveland as a statesman, nil! be re- 


membered as the man who stopped things. 
He chocked abnsos; he prevented bad men 
from accomplishing their schemes; he 
warded oil impending calamity; he reduced 
icvenues and saved taxes; he stayed the 
ebbing tide of public credit; he throttled 
anarchy; ho stopped foreign aggrandize- 
ment on the American continent. 
Always 


he was the safety valve. 
Ho brought no 


new doctrine to the people; he had no 
theory of government—merely an ideal of 
doty for the hour. 
He founded no insti- 


tution; in the political life of his time he 
constructed nothing. He will be remem- 
bered as one who every hour of the work- 
ing day did what he thought was exactly 
right, and who never attempted to guide 
the current of the public business, but al- 
ways to see that the business was wisely 
and honestly done. 
He was a modest, in- 


dustrious public servant, who lived so 
closely the motto, 'A public office is a 
public trust," that people came to believe 
that he invented it—which he did not. 
His name was never linked with any poli- 
cy, and no law on the statute books of his 
country is known as Cleveland's law. 
He 


tried to eiface his personality, but it was 
so strong and distinctive and pungent 
with masculinity that it dominated every- 
thing he did in spite of his aversion to 
public politics. Yet he will never be a 
hero, because he did not live a dramatic 
life. 
He must remain to posterity a dis- 


embodied spirit, an ideal of honesty bear- 
ing a man's name—the symbol ot a 
national inspiration toward public virtue."

.rains daily for the convenience of pas- 
sengere and 
transportation of freight, 


crossing Mill street and other streets in the 
said borough at grade, upon which there is 
much travel and traffic, which is constant- 
ly endangered and delayed by the speed 
and frequency of tbe passage of the eaid 
trains. 


And whereas, the said Railro'ld Com- 


panies in order to straighten the line of 
their tracks, have determined and agreed

Corson street, Fine 
street and Spruce street, between the sur- 
face of the said streets and the under side 
of each of the eaid bridges, ana shall also 
erect and maintain drip pans over the 
sidewalks, or otherwise protect the same 
under each of the said iron or steel bridges Frank F. Bell & Co. 


ties of the second part do also hereby fur- 
ther expressly agree to be liable for all 
damages caused by the construction of 
their new line of railroad. 


Third—That the said parties "of the sec- 


ond part shall, at such" places where tele- 
graph, telephone, electric light, munici- 
pal police and Sre alarm wires now cross 
the parts of streets to be vacated under 
this contract or agreement, remove, re- 
place and reconstruct such lines of poles 
and wires interfered with or injured by.| 
the new construction of their elevated 
tracks or line of railroad,so that therei 
all such lines of wires shall cross the:
